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AMERICA IN ASIA 


Fears are being increasing- 
ly expressed that the United 
States is ceasing to take any 
interest in Asiatic affairs. 
The fears are probably based 
on the decision of the Tru- 
man Administration, sensible 
from every point of view, 
not to waste any further 
funds in aiding the tottering 
Government of Nationalist 
China, Now, in the United 
States’ ambitious programme 
6f aid to Korea, comes evi- 
dence that these fears are 
ill-founded. Economic assis- 
tance to the tune of US$150,- 
000,000 for the coming fiscal 
year is being asked of Con- 
gress. It is a practical de- 
monstration that, in the 
words of the State Depart- 
ment, the withdrawal of 
the United States forces 
from Korea in no way, in- 
dicates a lessening of the 
United States interest in that 
country. In a wider field, it 
is also indication of continu- 
ing American interest in the 
Far East. The State Depart- 
ment spokesman has made 
it plain that the United 
States has no intention of 
leaving unsupported the 
freely elected Government 
chosen by open voting under 
the surveillance of the United 
Nations. ° 

The decision should cause 
no surprise. The United 
States, like Great Britain, 
has ample reason for con- 
tinuing interest in the well- 
being and prosperity of the 
Asian peoples. Both are 
wreat trading nations and 
great industrial powers. Both 
need raw materials produc- 
ed in Asia, and both manu- 
facture capital goods, equip- 
ment and consumer goods 
urgently requiréd by Asia's 
millions, The United States, 
Britain and the Western 
democracies are the only 
sources from which such 
commodities can come to 
supply the Asian demand, 
There is, therefore, a close 
and inescapable bond of 
mutual self-interest between 
Asia and the West in that 
their economies are com- 
plementary. 

Without good markets for 
their produce, the countries 
of the Far East will be un-' 
able to secure foreign cur- 
rency to buy the essentials 
which they do not. produce 
themselves, Without credits 
and other aid from the West, 
they cannot hope to achiove 
that improvement in_ the 
higher. standards of living 
which thelr peoples need 
and demand. And without 
a marked rise’ in the stand- 
cards of living, they will not 
develop into large buyers of 
the types of merchandise in 
which the West—and ¢s- 
pecially Great Britain and 
the United States—excels.

Catholic Archbishop Josof Boron omerged from 
somi-captivity tonight and issued 4 dofiant 
statemont against the Communist Government 
about its attompt to gain control of the Church. 

The Archbishop told a big congregation in Strahov 


monastery: 


“1 come to you and swear to you 


that | will never sign an agreement that violates 


the laws of the Church.” 


Archbishop Beran 


has been under secret police surveillance for 


the past four days. 


Police had manned.the reception desk and telephone 
switchboard and taken certain other positions 
inside the Palaco since thoy raided its consistory 
on Tuesday and Wednesday and seized re- 


cords and printing equipment. 


bishop’s mail was wi 


turned away. 

Today's was Archbjshop Beran’s 
first public statement in weeks 
and It indicated that he has not 
moved from his firm stand 
against the Communist Govern- 
ment's proclaimed intention to 
bring all Church education under 
control. 

Archbishop Beran appealed—as 
Cardinal Mindszenty of Hungary 
once did—to his followers not to 
believe any “confession” he 
might soon make. i 

In the congregation, which had 
jammed the Chapel of Strahov 
Monastery for an hour before the 
Archbishop was to spenk, women 
sobbed and crossed themselves os 
he talked from the pulpit. 

The Archbishop's pubHe ap- 
penrance ended rumours that he 
js under house arrest In his 
Palace which the police took over 
three days ago. But he spoke as 
a man who Is in danger because 
of the mounting conflict here be- 
tween Church and State. ” 

The Archbishop had left his 
Palace for the first time since the 
police entered it three days ago, 
He delivered 2 25-minute = ser- 
mon, but devoted only the first 
five minutes to his personal 
plight.

The sermon followed a prayer 
offered by the Archbishop for the 
youth of today in danger of be- 
ing educated on anti-Christian 
lines. .He spoke of “Judas, whom 
hot ever the love of Christ could 
save from ,treason” | and prayed 
for priests committing the worst 
find of treason for the sake of 
mammon and for temporary ad- 
vantages. 

“Not all of them whose names 
are published are really in 
agreement—many of them did not 
even know about It,” he said.

Three-Day Tests 

The drawn game in the first 
cricket Test between England and 
New Zealand at Leeds has called 
forth an almost universal cry 
that three davs are not enough 
for Test matches. 

One cricket writer says: “It 
was a mistake limiting the Tests 
to three days,” and one headline 
nfter the match read: “The death 

_knell of the three-day Test.” 

Hut not everyone agrees with 
this viewpoint. There are others 
who think that three days are 
culte enough In which to win any 
Test in England if the correct 
tactles are employed. 


Those who take this view say 
that if the matches were sprea 
aver five days the result would 
be much the sine us the players 
would dawdle even more than 
they do in a three-day match, 


The prolongation of play would 
merely slow down the pace. 


It Js interesting to note that 
before a bath was bowled, no less 
nn authority than Jnck Hobbs 
wrote: “1 do net despair of our 
winning in three days, with 
courngeous batting and attack- 
ing.” 


Why then did the match end {tn 
tame draw? Three reasons may 
perhups be put forward 


Firstly, the batting was not 
courageous, ‘England, winning the 
tosa, batted very slowly on the 
opening day, far lov slowly for u 
three-day Test. 


Secendly, the English bowling 
was not hostile enough. 


The pace bowling was sound 
and Trevor Bailey was regarded 
generally as n success, but thera 
was not crough sting In the at- 
tack te worry o strong batting 
side like the New Zealanders. 


Thirdly, the fielding was not 
what it should have been and had 
England taken the chances offered 
in the field, the match might well 
have been fnished—even in three 
days after the slow English start. 


‘The New Zealanders.also mada 
mistakes in the field, and their 
bowling battery too was not 
strong, but they did at least bat 
courageously. 


What could be done aguinst the 
New Zealand bowling was shown 
by England’s cuptain, Geurge 
Mann, on the last day when he 
knocked a sparkling half century 
in no time. But-he was the ex- 
teption to the general rule. 


Some critics are saying that 
there is still too much attention 
belng pald by most cricketers to 
thelr batting and bowling aver- 
ages, and that if these could be 
forgotten it would improve the 
fame tremendously and get re- 
sults.—Reuter,
